Association, their reception or rejection of the 
whole or any part of the articles contained in 
that Declaration. When the Association met 
and proceeded to business, there was a mo- 
tion made to refer it again to the churches 
another year, but was objected to: and on 
being put to vote, it was decided by a large 
majority to receive the answer of the chure 
es, in their Letters, as they were read. If] 
mistake not, there wefe twenty churches 
unanimous in favour of adopting Articles, 
and several other churches were m favor of 
all except the word reform. The Association 
is composed of thirty-eight churches, situated 
between the Roanoke and Tar rivers, and ex- 
tends from the sea shore for 150 miles 3 the 
country. The effect of the adoption of the 
articles was wonderful ; for those that had 
been engaged on the side of missions, &c. 
after some debate, did, in many things, make 
their humble acknowledgments to their breth- 
ren, with tears, and begged their —— 
whose hearts were susceptible of feeling and 
forgiveness. ‘These things were like an elec- 
tric shock, spreading to all in the council, 
about seventy persons. Nor didit stop here 
—--for even their brethren standing round to 
hear, were so overcome with joy that they 
broke unto the Association in their rapture— 
and all was love and tears, with kissing, shak- 
ing hands, embracing each other, confessing, 
forgiving, peace and fellowship, the like of 
which, though I am an old man, I have never 
seen before among Christians of any denomi- 
nation. I was forced to turn aside and weep, 
and say to myself, God is here among this 
people of a truth, from the great love and joy 
which I saw among them. 

I do not think that if the greatest sticklers 
for modern missions and other schemes of the 
day, had have witnessed this scene of love 
and affection, butthat they must have 
fessed that God was in favour of the reforma- 
tion from these practices, and acknowledged 
that such money collecting and pretended 
soul saving projects were anti-christian and 
injurious to the peace and prosperity of the 
kingdom of Christ, who out ofthe mouth of 
babes and sucklings perfects praise, instead of 
the flowery speeches and doings of the rich 
and great—and make use of the weak things 
of the world to promote his cause on the earth, 
instead of learned Rabbies and pompous and 
hired missionaries, that no flesh may glory in 
his presence. 

' At this time of divine visitation, for so it 
must be called, I heard the oldest minister in 
the Association say,—T his is of God—for all 
the men in the world could not have produced 
such a change in the feelings and views of the 
Association as is now felt and enjoyed—nor 
have brought them so to see, eye to eye. 
The article on Missions was taken up for de- 
bate. After some explanation, the vote was 
taken and carried in favour of its adoption 
with scarce a dissenting voice. The joy that 
was felt on the occasion, tongue cannot ex- 
ress. Then Tract Societies, Bible Societies, 
and Theological Seminaries, were taken into 
consideration, and shared the same fate of 
disapprobation by the Association, with scarce 
a dissenting voice. 

Thus has terminated a most critical and 
important period in the affairs of the Associa- 
tion, by the rejection of those modern schemes 
and inventions of worldly wise men, who, like 
Simon Magus, think that the gift and favour 
of God may be purchased and extended by 
means of money. The Association hope 
never again to be annoyed ard disturbed by 
these new invented and money-getting schemes 
of men, nor by their runners and agents in 
their support, since they will be under a ne- 
cessity to discountenance. them as disturbers 
of the peace and union of the churches. ‘The 
joy, union and peace now prcod over this 
tract of country between ministers, churehes, 
and people in general—in place of missionary 
schemes, strife and contention, is the Lord’s 
doings, through bis instruments, to your and 
others enc ement be it spoken. Go on

Also among the various spe - 
cies of animal creation, nothing prematurely 
brouglit into a new state of being, and to the 
lessings of vision and open day, can-do well, 
if it should even be ableif> suryive—and yct 
it is designed that al which has life shall in 
the proper time comé into this very state of 
existence, when their faculties, strength and 
solidity are prepared to enjoy it, and toshare 
its benefits. 

The time will come, and has already ar- 
rived with some, wherein it will be proper to 
come out froin every sect, and from the rules 
and restrictions imposed by every order of 
men, and have Christ only for their. prophet, 
priest and king: but facts abanda show 
that the number of these is very feoall and it 
would apparently be better for most yet to 
remain under the rules and government of 
men. For by entering upon astate of life he- 
fore they are by any means prepared for its 
peculiar condition, they oply injure themselves 
and bring disrepute on a cause which, when 
entered into at a proper time, possesses the 
highest advantages and privileges, and to 
which in due time, all will be brought. 

It is not deemed prudent by many, all of a 
sudden, and without any prepafaition, to re- 
lease and set at liberty those accustomed’ to 
slavery and the superintendance of others, 
Ifslavery had never had an existence, it would 
have been far better; and so in regard to the 
existence of sects, But since they-both do 
exist. and have produced their effects on soci- 
ety, we must get rid of them, and from under 
them, in the best way that can be done with- 
out jeopardizing our own well being, or injur- 
ing the cause of liberty.

A TESTIMONY AND EPISTLE OF AD- 
VICE, ISSUBD BY INDIANA 
YEARLY MEETING. 


We have observed with deep regret and 
concern, that sundry pamphlets, periodical 
publications, and books of sermons attributed 
to ministers of the Society, have been latterly 
put in circulation and presented as setting 
forth the principles of our profession, but con- 
taining sentiments wholly repugnant to the 
testimonies of scriptures; to the doctrines of 
our early Friends, and to the disciplines : pub- 
lications which evidently come within the de- 
scription of “ pernici 7? ; 

In a periodical paper called ‘ The Berean,’ 
and which has been much read by the mem- 
bers of our Society, it is declared :—* In 
vain does any man quote the Scriptures as 
authority to maintain his opinions; “That 
they were adapted to other times, and otter 
states, and not to us;” and that we have no 
“‘vight to appeal,” even to the words of Jesus 
Christ “as authority to maintain” our “ opi- 
nion. 

Aad again; ‘‘ Will it be presumed that God, 
whom.the heaven of heavens cannot contain— 

e fills the universe—abode in 
his fulness Ji in the man Jesus ? Can it 
be supposed that he, of whom itwas declared 
that he was limited Sora etre power, = 
action possessed the Spirit o 
without measure. I believe not. ‘The doctrine 
therefore contained in the chapter under re- 
view, ascribing a proper divinity to Jesus 
Christ, making him the foundation of every 
Christian doctrine ; asserting that the divine 
nature essentially belonged to him, and con- 
stituting him a distinet object of faith and 
worship is not only anti-scriptural, but op- 
posed to the simplest principles of reason, 
and is inshort among the darkest doctrines 
that has ever been introduced into the Chris- 
tian church.” — Berean, pp. 250. 

In a printed letter bearing the name of 
Elias Hicks, and addressed to Dr. N. Shoe- 
maker, it is said:—I do not consider that the 
crucifixion of the outward body of flesh and 
blood of Jesus on the cross was an atonement 
for any sins, but the legal sins of the Jews.” 
And again in the same letter, in allusion to 
this’subject it is said: “Surely is it possible 
that any rational being, that bas any right 
sense of justice or mercy, would be willing to 
accept forgiveness of sins on such terms ?’ 

And in a volume of sermons attributed to 
the same individual, in speaking of our Lord 
Jesus Christ it is said: “He was only an 
outward Saviour, that healed outward dis- 
eases, and gave them qe of body to en- 
joy that outward good land: it was the soul 
that wanted salvation; but this no outward 
Saviour could do—no eternal Saviour could 
have any hand init.” In another place it is 
said; “If we believe that God is equal and 
righteous in all his ways, that he has made of 
one blood all the families that dwell upon the 
earth, it is impossible that he should be par- 
tial; and therefore, fe has been as willing to 
reveal his will to every.creature as he was to 
our first parents, ri and the Prophet, 
to Jesus Christ and his Apostles. He never 
can set any ofthese above us, because if he 
did he would be partial.” Many other quota- 
tions, of a character equally objectionable, in 
relation to these and other doctrines of the 
Christian Religion, might be made from the 
same work a several other oy ng 
su ing the same views, might be men- 
ese A these are sufficient to show the 
discordance there is between the publications 
to which we have alluded, and the writings of 
our early friends. 

We believe it right to bear our testimony 
against all such doctrines, and the publications 
containing them, as subversive of the Chris- 
tian religion and the discipline of our socie- 
ty. ‘

Hes of its being the best way to come 
out from all the corruptions now in the world, 
enter into a right way, and point it out to 
others; and that false religion, false psinci- 
ples, and corrupt sects, will fall by and 
through their own advocates and builders. 
These sentiments are all very good, and, in a 
great measure, it may be trae that false reli- 
gion and corrupt sects will fall by and — 
theirown supporters and defenders. Still, 
God’s m ordinarily has been to cause 
a.testimony to go forth against evils and cor- 
ruptions of every kind, in order to warn the 
unrighteous and to enlighten the sincere; by 
which means the perverse and obstinate are 
left without éxcuses, and those with upright 
intentions are assisted and encouraged to 
come out from all wickedness, as well as 
from the devices and schemes of wicked men, 
and eusure to themselves that divine favour 
and protection which are of more value than 
all the honors and applausegof this world. 
The reason we have, in time past, said so 
much about missionary schemes, theological 
schools, and other plans of the day, is be- 
cause these things are almost universally ex- 
tended over this and other countries. Many 
sincere and well meaning people, we haye 
reason to apprehend, have been drawn into 
them without being aware of their anti-chris- 
tian tendency, and they are liable to continue 
in them till they lose all the sinceri'y and in- 
tegrity they possess, unless a plain and poin- 
ted testimony is delivered against them, and 
the arts and devices by which they are su 
ported are laid open and exposed. As for 
those numerous, rich, and proud men who 
engage in these pretended benevolent schemes 
of the day, merely to be seen of men, and to 
have glory of men, we allow that any thing 
said to them on the subject of such schemes, 
is of no more consequence than giving world- 
iy men adviee how tc expend their money; 
except so far as their withholding ic tends to

all these works and devices is kept in wotion. 
For cease to give money and the wheels will 
soon cease to move. 

Another correspondent in the western part 
of this state, has sent us a communication 
with a view to build up certain thiigs, which, 
if admitted into our columns, there are enough 
whose prejudices are of an opposite cast, that 
stand ready to commence the work of tearing 
them down.

Ata meeting recently held to take into consideration 
the late Medical Law, the Editor of this paper was 


appointed to draft a petition to the Legislature. {t 
is as follows: — 


To the Honorable the Legislature of the State 
of New-York. 


Your petitioners respectfully sheweth, that 
whereas it is well known+to your honorable 
body, that for many years past the following 
Section of a statute has existed, regulating 
the practice of Physic and Surgery in this 
State, to wit:— 


_“ That any person who shall practice phy- 
sic or surgery without being regularly licens- 
ed, shal] forfeit and pay twenty-five dollars 
for each offence, of which he may be duly 
convicted, to be recovered with cost of suit, 
before any Justice of the Peace of the county 
where such penalty shall be incurred, by any 
person who will prosecute for the same ; and 
the Justice before whom such conviction may 
be had, shall pay the same to the Overseers 
of the Poor of such town where such convic- 
tion shall be had, for the use of the poor there- 
of, whose duty it shall be to prosecute for the 
same ; Provi ed, the person so practising 
without licence, who shall not receive any fee 
or reward for the same, shall be exempt from 
the penalty of this act :—And provided also, 
that nothing in this act contained, shall be con- 
strued to extend to debar person from 
using or applying for the benefit of any sick 
person, any roots, bark, or herbs, the growth 
or produce of the United States.” 


It is likewise known to your Honourable 
bedy, that two provisoes named in the above 
section were repealed during the Session in 
the fallof 1827; whereby we consider our 
rights and liberties severely nged upon: 
And we, as free and independeht citizens of 
said protisowe granting Marty & Mtesushe

CANTON IN CHINA. 
Canton is a vast city, containing about 800- 


| 000 inhabitants, including those who live upon 


the water in boats. It stretches about five 
miles up the side of the river, and nearly 
three miles in the opposite direction. The 
houses, are, in general, smal, and the streets 
crowded and very narrow, but well paved 
and clean. ‘The appearance of business is 
astonishing? Within this vast place all is 
bustle, but the best order every where pre- 
vails. Many of the shops are handsome, and 
the hongs (or warehouses) of the Hong mer- 
chants are prodigious establishments. The 
city of Canton is enclosed by a strong wall, 
and the gates so well guarded, that™though 
we gained access through several of them, 
we were obliged immediately to retire again. 
So far as we could see into the city, within 
‘he walls,it appears that the streets and hous- 
es are much inferior to those of the suburbs. 
The factories belonging to the East India 
Company, and various other merchants, are 
buildings of great magnitude, though they are 
all confined within a space of not more than 
a quarter of a mile square, on the bank of the 
river. 

How lamentable it is to see this immense 
city wholly given up to idolatry, and the most 
gross and ruinous itions! ‘Temples of 
all sizes, every where presented themselves, 
devoted to their severalidols. But very few 
persons are ever seen performing their devo- 
tions in' these temples, which are more fre- 

uently employed as gambling houses, tailor 
shops, and various other purposes. On the 
island of Hayman, and on the side of the riv- 
er immediately opposite to Canton, 1s one of 
the most ancient and extensive temples in all 
China. It covers a vast plat of ground, and 
supports nearly one hundred priests. In one 
comp we saw twelve sacred hogs of 
great size, and fed and kept with the greatest 
care. Some of them, it is said, are seventy 
or eighty years old, It was in this temple 
that Lord Amherst was allowed to take up bis 
residence ; in one of the temples within the 
genera] enclosure, his chaplain was allowed 
to officiate, and the Chinese even removed 
the vast idols out of it during that time; bere 
also, the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was 
administered. In the house of every Chinese 
and in every shop, there is generally a com- 
partment, or recess, fitted up, oy! the en- 
trance door, and furnished with all the appa- 
ratus necessary for their idolatrous worship, 
with candJes and incense burning; and, in 
the evenings are seen at the door of almost 
every house, sticks with incense burning, in 
compliment to their gods. Some of the Chi- 
nese apgens to be conscientious and diligent 
in the discharge of what they consider their 
religious duties, and are not unfrequently 
seen with their doors and windows open, ex- 
posed to the gaze of every one who may be 
passing by, performing their evening devotions 
many times prostrating themselves before 
their idols, burning , and letting 
off crackers, with which they imagine their 
gods to be highly pleased.
